Shortly after o o'clock Suiiilny morn- 


lug thu engineer of a »outh bound pass- 
enger train on the Chicago & Northwest- 
ern railway discovered u body lying on 
tho west track of tho right of way. one 
and a half miles north of Ives station. 
When the train reached Racine a report 
was made and a telegram was sent to 
•tho crew of a freight train to be on the 
lookout. This crew found the body, re- 
moved it from the truck; and later a 
switch engine with a box cur, went to 
tho scene arid brought the body to tho 
depot. 
Coroner Jonas Hoyle was noti- 


fied,'took charge of the body and it was 
removed to the undertaking establish- 
ment of A. C. ihuisen of State street. 


WAS BADLY MAXGI.ED. 


Both legs were cut off, one -close to 


tho ankle and the otluT higher up; the 
Hkull was fractured and head generally 
crushed and quite a large stone had been 
forced into the brain. Kvery indication 
pointed to the man having been struck 
by a train, no doubt north bound, for all 
trains going in thnt direction run on the 
vest tracks. On the person of the dead 
rmu were found several letters, many 
cards, a pocUvl book, no money in it, and 
Bovprai other articles. The clothing was 
good, showing that the raati \vus no ordi- 
imry person.

HOW HE WAS KILLED. 


Yesterday afternoon 
Mr. 
Steinbi'.ch 


came to the city from Kenosha and fully 
identit'u-d the body as that of Henry 
Bnickmann. The gentleman told the po- 
lice, department that Hrnckiunnn was an 
excellent workman and earned from $4 
to $5 per day. There being little work 
in the winter laying sidewalks and sew- 
ers, he wont to Salum mid worked at ico 
cutting. Friday he was n round Kenoslm 
und acted strangely. That he was in 
Racine is certain, but how he came to be 
one and a half miles north of .Ives no 
person knows. There is a 
probability 


that he went to Ives on an interurban 
car, got off then- and wandered on the 
tracks, or perhaps 
he 
attempted 
to 


board a freight train and got killed. Then 
again he may have boarded a train at 
Rucine station and fallen ofV at hU- point 
where the body was found. These lire 
only surmises, however. 


FATHER NOTIFIED. 


Coroner Hoyle ascertained 
thnt 
the 


man was single and that his parents were 
at Shrboygau, Wis., where he resided 
most of his life. The father. Frederick 
Brackniann, was notified by telegraph of 
his son's fate, and he answered that ho 
would come to Rucine at once and he 
arrived on the 7:53 train via the Chica- 
go & Northwestern. It was easy for him 
to identify the body, and he was visibly 
nffectcd, *Hc told the coroner that ho 
would take tho body to !<h«boygan for 
burial. He said that his son had been 
away from Slioboygan for more than a 
year and had been employed at Kenoslm. 
Letters were received from him reguhir- 
ly and the news of his death was a sad 
blow to himself and wife and other rel- 
atives. 


The body of the dead man was taken 


to Shcboygan on the 1:05 train, via the 
Chicago & North-Western railway this 
afternoon. 
An inquest is in progress at 


the court house, the main witness being 
Mr. Steinbach of Kenoahn, who employ- 
ed tile man when alive.

DAVIDSON OR NEW MAN. 


If there is to be harmony among the 


administration 
men 
it 
must 
coroe 


through taking up some candidate out- 
side of those already named, for it is 
well understood that Lenroot will not 
retire in favor of either Davidson or Con- 
nor. 
If there ciui be no harmony of all 


thu forces, then it is very probable that 
there will be an alliance of the Conuor 
and Davidson men, one of them retiring 
and throwing his support to the other. 
In .such case it seems from present ap- 
pearances likely that Governor David- 
son will bo the gubernatorial candidate, 
jhould this be the outcome, it is also 
probable that Mr. Connor will again bo 
a candidate for chairman of the state 
cent ml committee, looking to the future 
for the furtherance of his political ambi- 
tions. This, it is admitted, would be a 
strong combination, and, even with Sen- 
iitor La Follettc backing Lenroot, as he 
vill, the weight of opinion at present is 
that the combine would be too much for 
him.

PRESIDENT'S HAND IN CASE. 


President Roosevelt was concerned 'di- 


rectly in the fiction which led to the ar- 
rest of Walsh. Ho and Attorney General 
Moody digested the substance of a report j 
made to Controller Ridgely by Special' 
Bank Examiner Arthur fj. Currey on the 
affairs of the blinking institutions and 
the methods of the banker. 


This report showing the results of an 


examination made after the failures, re- 
vealed ' enough to the president and the 
attorney general to nmke imperative, to 
their minds, an immediate prosecution of 
Walsh 'and the other offender?, 


CHARGE? AGAUCST WALSH. 


In tho complaint on which the warrant 


for his arrest was issued,. Mr. Walsh is 
charged with having made false reports 
to the-government, concealing the true 
amount of the bank's liability. The pen- 
alty for this is from five to ten years in 
tho penitentiary. He i- charged with vio- 
lating the "federal statute which prohib- 
its tne loaning of more than 10 per cent 
of the bank's funds to himself. 


WaUh reported to the controller of the 


currency tlmt the loatu and discounts 
for which he and the directors were lia- 
ble amounted to .$245.500, according to 
the complaint. In reality, it is charged 
the amount 
was ?3,000,000. In other 


words, he 
understated 
the 
national 


bank's lonn to himself by a total of more 
than $2.750.000. 


FALSIFICATION OF $3,000,000. 


He reported that the amount for which 


no liability within tho bank existed—in 
other words, loans of a legitimate sort 
to outside borrowers—was 
$10,(i.r)S.22C. 


In reality, according to the United States 
government'-! complaint, this amount was 
only .$7,500,000.

There was ,1 falsification, it is charged 


in this report n mounting to 
$3,000,000, 


for which President Walsh and the direc- 
tors were responsible, and 
for which 


Wnlnh swore they were not. 


. Mr. Wa,I«h possessed $J,000,000 of the 


bank's funds and reported that he did not 
hnvc them. This is the charge, and the 
ppnaltv. on conviction, is from five to 
ten years in the penitentiary.

LA FOLLETTE SPL'AKS.

companies being

Mr. La Follctte continued hi* speech 


in 'support of tho proposition, lie said 
senators had said to him that his amend- 
ment went too far, bnt meeting that con- 
tention .he said, that legislation to be 
effective must be positive: that to at- 
tempt to do less than is proposed by his 
amendment was to give husks instead of 
the kernel to tin- people who were cry- 
ing out for relief. 


WOULD BAR STOCKHOLDER. 


He laid especial stress upon the neccs- 


sitv of prohibiting railroad stockholders 
from tict|uiriug the lands, and in .-.upport 
of his contention referred to tin- fact 
that thai through their officers, the rail- 
roads ol Pennsylvania own ninety-eight 
per cent'of the anthracite eoal in that 
state.

THE PEOPLE SUPREME. 


It had been said that if tho railroad

against the doctrine that the railroad 
companies can secure the hmstery of any 
nationol product of the country.jio.as to 
interfere with their being" fair niid oven 
handed transporters of the products of 
the country.

States is stronger than any of its croa- 
turos, stronger than the railroads in the 
aggregate and all the centralized power 
of the corporations represented by un- 
lawful corporations and trusts.

Ho presented a letter from T, P. Gore, 


of Lawt'on, 1. T., complaining of. railroad 
discriminations and suggesting the ap- 
pointment of a railroad commission for 
the territory. 


EXPLAINS HESITATION, 


Mr. C'lapp said in reply to Mr. La Fol- 


letto that the Indian committee had hes- 
itated to accept the amendment because 
it dealt with the regulation of the rail- 
roads which is provided for in another 
bill before the senate. 


Mr. Stone announced' his concurrence 


in the views of Mr. Clapp, but'expressed 
the opinion that there should' not only 
be no present 'sale of the coal lands, but 
that further leases also should be prohib- 
ited.

WASHINGTON,

La Follettc appeared in the senate yes- 
terday ns n new power to be considered 
when questionable legislation is attempt- 
ed, and those senators who arc. opposed 
to curtailing the powers of the railroads 
beat a hasty retreat before his attacks. 
In an amendment to the bill to provide 
for the final disposition of the affairs of. 
the five civilized tribes in Indian Terri- 
tory he proposed to prohibit railroads 
and ollicers and stockholders of railroads 
from ncrpiirinpr any right, litle or interest 
in the eoal and asplmle lands of the ter- 
ritory. 
In addition the amendment pro- 


vides that no person, firm or corpora^ 
tion shall acquire more than .1,000 acres 
of these lands. 


By devioni tricks of parliamentary

25,000 TROOPS READY

Manager John I. Beggs of the Milwau- 


kee Electric Eaihvay & Light Co.; lias 
written a letter to City Engineer Con- 
nolly, oullining what he would like to 
do in regard to changing the line of the 
local system in the southern section of 
Hie city. The engineer is understood to 
have first written a letter to Mr. Beggs, 
as-king what his company intended to do 
about the building of double tracks on 
Wisconsin street, for the reason that the 
people on that highway were ready to 
pave with asphalt and the city would 
.-oon advertise for bids. Under the cir- 
cumstances, if the railway company de- 
sired to double track the street, it was 
time they made'ample provisions for the 
improvement. 


WHAT MR. BEGGS WANTS. 


Mr. Beggs answered and fully outlined 


what the corporation wanted. lie said 
that it was the desire .to run all Wiscon- 
sin street cars, 
local and' iuterurbau, 


south ou Park avenue, to Seventeenth 
•street, thence west to Mend street and 
thence south to Lakeside and Kenosha. 
'Coming back all interurbah cars should 
come north on Mead; enst. on Seven- 
,tec-nth to Wisconsin and thence north 
on Wisconsin to the city; local cars also 
to- run east on Seventeenth to Wiscon- 
,sin and north to the city. This would 
cut out two blocks on Wisconsin street 
and abolish the tracks and also all tracks 
on DeKovcn avenue, so th.it all south 
bound cars would run on Park avenue, 
Seventeenth and Mead and coming buck 
on Mead, Seventeenth and Wisconsin, no 
cars to run north on Park avenue at all. 
This would necessitate all residents on 
the south side wking W^con-in street 
cars for the north and Park avenue cars 
for the south. Some local cars would 
cut.oil' at Fourteenth and go west as 
now to the Junction. Coming back they 
would run east to Wisconsin and thence 
north, lines extending the Fourteenth 
street east two blocks. 


It will be seen that residents living in 


the section between Wisconsin and Park 
avenue returning to their homes will 
huvc f o lake the Park avenue cars, while 
those who arc now living on Park ave- 
nue will have to go over to Wisconsin or 
north to Fourlcciith to go down town. 


DIRECT KOUTE PLANNED. 


Mr. Beggs claims that it would give 


a more direct route both ways, cutting 
out curves und doing away with switches 
and permit cars to make better time. 
He does not care to double track Wis- 
consin street. Jn consideration of the 
Jty granting him a franchise over the 
streets desired for this proposed change, 
he will guarantee to build his line from 
the termination of Northwestern avenue 
to the Rapids. The letter will be sub- 
mitted to the council at its session on 
Tuesday evening next. Whether the al- 
dermen will deride to grant such con- 
cessions remains to be seen. While it 
meets with the approval of many resi- 
dents on the south fide there are many 
who oppose it. It is pretty safe to sny 
that the railway company will not build 
double tracks on Wisconsin street. The 
statement is made that the street is too 
narrow for such trucks. 


SENATE KILLS THE BILL. LA FOLLETTE 
IS LOSER 


The Philippine Measure Gets its 


Quietus in Committee. 


JTo Likelihood of Its Going Before Up- 


per House—LowefHoiise Approved 


by a Vote of 258 to 71. 


WASHINGTON", March 2.—By a. vote 


of S to 5, the senate committee on Phil- 
ippines today defeated the Payne bill, 
which hud passed the house by a vote of 
238 to 71. The action of the committee 
.had been foreshadowed 
for 
nearly a 


week, although the exact vote had not 
been taken. The senators voting for the 
bill were: 
Lodge, Beveridge, Long, Car- 


mack and JlcCreary. The negatives were 
Hale, Burrows, Dick, .Nixon, Brandegc, 
Culbcr.-ion, Dubois and Stone. 


After this vote had been taken, Mr. 


McCreary moved that the bill be report- 
ed to tho committee adversely in order 
to give the senate a. chance to consider 
it. 


Mr. Brandage moved lo table the mo- 


tion and this was carried by a vote of 
7 to 0, llr. Xi.xon voting with the min- 
ority on this proposition. This aelion 
efl'eetiially dispose* of the measure, un- 
less the chairman of the committee 
should appeal to the senate by resolu- 
tion. This course is regarded as unlike- 
ly. After taking the action as stated, 
Mr. Lodge, the chairman, addressed the 
committee. JIc said the course proposed 
was unusual and that there could be no 
good purpose accomplished in thus pre- 
venting the senate from reviewing the 
action of the committee if it desired. The 
opponents of the bill made no reply. 


After the bill hud been effectually dis- 


posed of Mr. McCreary moved to report 
.his. bill, which provided for free trade 
wioli the Philippines immediately. This

Senator Spoouer was not present when 


Mr. La Folk-tie spoko in opposition to 
a report on the Wilder nomination. He 
heard of the incident, however, before 
the 'committee adjourned, and-, went to 
the room in which the hearing was be- 
ing held. He admitted that Editor Wild- 
er had criticised his colleague and that 
many of the editorials in the State Jour- 
nal had been distinctly hostile to his col- 
league. But he added that Dr. Wilder

Mix together 
In a saucepan two eggs well beaten, two 
tablespoonfuls of salt, one tablespooh- 
ful of pepper and one teaspoonful of 
mustard dissolved in half a oup of 
vinegar. Boll these Ingredients together 
until as thick as custard, then toke tho 
saucepan from the fire and mix in the 
hard boiled yolks, also one oup of 
chopped cold boiled ham. Fill the cups 
with the mixture made from tho whites 
of the eggs and set on the Ice to cool. 
Serve cold on lettuce leaves or hot with 
a white sauce. 


Buttered Kggs.—Beat well four c.f;ss,

creom, a little grated tongue or ham, 
pepper and salt to taste and thrao 
ounces of butter, ljut them In a sauce- 
pan and Heat thoroughly. Add the eggs, 
stirring until thick. Have ready slices 
of buttered toast, spread the mixture 
upon It and send to the table.

Body of Henry Brackmann is 


Found Some Distance North 


of Ives Station. 


ACTIONS STRANGE 


BEFORE DEATH 


Had 
Been Drinking Heavily and 


Seemed Rather Demented - Fath- 


er Takes Sou's Remains 


to Sheboygan. 


Davidson-Connor Alliance in 
_ Governorship Fight Likely. 


Shortly after 5 o'clock Sunday morn- 


ing thu engineer of a south bound pass- 
enger train on the Chicago & Northwest- 
ern railway discovered a body h'ing on 
the west track of the right of way, one 
and a half miles north of Ives station. 
When the train reached Racine a report 
was made and a telegram was sent to 
the crew of a freight train to be on the 
lookout. This crew found the body, re- 
moved it from the track and later a 
switch engine with a box car, went to 
the scene and brought the body to tho 
depot. Coroner Jonas lloyle was noti- 
fied," took charge of the body and it was 
removed to the undertaking establish- 
ment of A. C. llanscn of State street. 


WAS BADLY MANGLED. 


Botii legs were cut oil', one close to 


the ankle and the other higher up; the 
ukull was fractured and head generally 
crushed and quite a large stone had been 
forced into the brain. Every indication 
pointed to the man having been struck 
by u train, no doubt north bound, for all 
trains going in that direction run on the 
vest tracks. On the person of the dead 
man were found several letters, many 
cards, a pockut book, no money in it, ar. 
Bevcrai other articles. The clothing was 
good, showing that the man was no ordi- 
nary person. 


REMAINS IDENTIFIED. 


The letters contained the 
name of 


Henry Brackmann, Kenoshu, Wis., and 
there were cards of Charles Steinbach, 
Kenosha, also one of the circulars issued 
l>y M. M. Secur against Rev. A. C. Grier, 
evidence that the man must have been 
iu the city Saturday. There 
was 
no 


doubt but that it was Brackmann. Ken- 
osha was communicated with and it war; 
ascertained that Brackmann, aged 24, 
1'ad been employed by Mr. Steinbach, 
who is a contractor, building cement 
sidewalks and sewers. Lately 
he had 


been out at Salem, Wis., cutting ice. The 
last seen of him was on l-'riday last, when 
IIP was around Kenosha. lie had been 
drinking quite heavy and acted as if hn 
was demented, 
for 
that 
reason 
the 


Kenosha police were asked to look out 
for him and notify the Hiicine police to 
watch his movements should he come 
here, but tho message did not come, so 
that ijj ho was here no effort was made 
to locate him. 


HUW HE WAS KILLED. 


Yesterday afternoon 
Mr. Steinbach 


coxne to the city from .Kenosha and fully 
identiiiod the body as that of Henry 
Brackmann. The gentleman told the po- 
lice department that Brackmann was an 
excellent workman and earned from $4 
to $0 per day. 
There being little work 


in the winter laying sidewalks and sew- 
ers, he went to Sak'in and worked at ico 
cutting. 
Friday he was around Kenosha 


and acted strangely. That he was in 
Ravine is certain, but how he came to be 
one and a half miles north of Ives no 
person knows. There is a 
probability 


tlmt he wont lo Ives on an iuterurban 
car, got off there and wandered on the 
tracks, or perhaps 
he 
attempted 
to 


board a freight train and got killed. Then 
again he may have boarded a train al 
Racine station and fallen off at hte poinl 
whore the body was found. These are 
only surmises, however. 


FATHER NOTIFIED. 


Coroner Hoyle ascertained that 
the 


man was single and that his parents were 
at Shi-boygan, Wis.. where he residec 
most of his life. The father, Frederick 
Brackmann. was notified by telegraph o 
his son's fate, and he answered that he 
would come to Racine at once and he 
arrived oti the 7:5.5 train via the Chica 
go & Northwestern. It was easy for bin 
to identify the body, and he was visibly 
affected. 
He told the coroner that he 


would take the body to Sheboygan for 
burial. He said that his son had been 
away from Sheboygan for more than a 
year and hud been employed at Kenosha 
Letters were received from him regular 
]y and the news of his death was a sad 
blow to himself and wife and other rcl 
ativcs. 


The body of the dead man was taken 


to Sheboygan on the 1:05 train, via th 
Chicago & North-Western railway thi 
afternoon. 
An inquest is in progress a 


the court house, the main witness bein 
Mr. Steinbach of Kenosha, who employ 
ed the man when alive.

WALSH IS IN BAD LIGHT 


Accused by the Government of 


Making False Reports. 


Codefenflants Probably Some o< . His 


' Clerks - Roosevelt's Hand is 


Seen in Prosecution. 


CHICAGO, March 3.—The law, delay- 


ed more than two months in its course, 
ranched out 
yesterday 
for John B. 


Walsh, president of tho defunct Chicago 
National and creator of the Home Sav- 
ings bank and the Equitable Trust com- 
pany, which were closed on December 19, 
1005, by the federal authorities. 


Mr. Walsh, charged with violation of 


federal banking lows, which provide peni- 
tentiary penalties for convicted violators, 
was placed under arreut. He wag releas- 
ed under $50,000 bonil and his prelimi- 
nary hearing set for March 10 before Un- 
ited States Commissioner Mark A.'Foote. 


Other arrests may follow. From Wash- 


ington, where the notion 
which has 


brought Walsh within 
the 
toils, was 


started, comes the information that only 
partial satisfaction has been secured in 
the taking of the bank president, anci 
that other men charged witli complicity 
in Walsh's banking methods will be treat- 
ed as he has been. 


PRESIDENT'S HAND IN CASE. 


President Roosevelt was concerned di- 


rectly in the action which led to the At- 
rest of Walsh. He and Attorney General 
Moody digested the substance of a report 
made to Controller Ridgely by Special 
Bank Examiner Arthur L. Currey on the 
affairs of the banking institutions and 
the methods of the banker. 


This report showing the results of an 


examination made after the failures, re- 
vealed'enough to the president and the 
attorney general to make imperative, to 
their minds, an immediate prosecution of 
Walsh 'and the other offenders. 


CHARGES AGAINST WALSH. 


In the complaint on which the warrant 


for his arrest was issued,. Mr. Walsh is 
charged with having, made false reports 
to the• government, concealing the true 
amount of the bank's liability. The pen- 
alty for this is from five to ten years in 
the penitentiary. He is charged with vio- 
lating the federal statute which prohib- 
its me loaning of more than 10 per cent 
of the bank's funds to himself. 


Walsh reported to the controller of the 


currency that the loans and discounts 
for which he and the directors were lia- 
ble amounted to .$245.500, according to 
the complaint. In reality, it is charged 
the amount 
was $3,000,000. 
In 
other 


words, 
he 
understated 
the 
national 


bank's loan to himself by a total of more 
than $2,750,000. 


FALSIFICATION" OF $3,000.000. 


He reported that the amount for which 


no liability within the bank existed—in 
other words, loans of a legitimate sort 
to outside borrowers—was 
$10,B58.22G. 


In reality, according to the United States 
government's complaint, this amount waj 
only $7,500,000. 


There was a falsification, it is charged 


in this report amounting to $3,000,000, 
for which President Walsh and the direc- 
tors were responsible, and 
for 
which 


Walsh swore they were not. 


. Mr. Walsh possessed $3,000,000 of the 


bank's funds and reported that he did not 
have them. This is the charge, and the 
penalty, on conviction, is from five to 
ten years in the penitentiary. 


The statute Mr. Walsh is charged with 


having violated, is as follows: 


Every president, director, cashier, tel- 


ler, clerk or agent of any association who 
embezzles, abstracts or willfully misap- 
plies any of the moneys, funds or credits 
of the association; or who, without au- 
thority from the dire.'tors, issues or puts 
in circulation any of t>c notes of the as- 
sociation; or who. witlu:"' such author- 
ity, issues or puts forth any certificate of 
deposit, draws any order or bill of ex- 
change, makes any acceptance, assigns 
any note, bond, draft, bill of exchange, 
mortgage, judgment or decree; or who 
makes any false entry in any book, re- 
port or statement of the 
association, 


with intent, in either case, to injure or 
defraud the association or any other com- 
pany, body politic or corporate or any in- 
dividual person, or to deceive any officer 
of tho association,"or any agent appoint- 
ed to examine the affairs of any such as- 
sociation; and every person who, with 
like intent, aids or abets 
any 
officer, 


clerk or agent in any violation of this 
section, shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and shall be imprisoned rot 
less than five years nor more than ten.— 
.Section 5200. Revised statutes of the Un- 
ited States. 


RESULT OK PROBING. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—It was said 


at the department of justice that the 
arrest in Chicago yesterday of John R. 
\Yalsh, president of the defunct Chicago 
National Bank on a charge of violations 
of the national bunking laws, was the 
result of an investigation conducted by 
nn official of the department of justice. 
It was learned that the receiver in the 
examination of the affairs of the bunk 
discovered what appeared to be viola> 
tions of the law in making to the comp- 
troller of the currency the reports on the 
condition of the bunk and as is usual in 
such cases the matter was turned over 
to the United States attorney who found 
sufficient warrant in his judgment to 
cause Mr. Walsh's arrest. The matter 
will soon be brought to the attention of 
the grand jury.

COMMON CARRIERS 


AND NOTHING ELSE 


Speaks Today on Amendment Prohib- 


iting Sale of Indian Lands to 


Railroad Coinpanies-in 


the West. 


WASHINGTON, March 2—The senate 


began its session today by agreeing to 
the confercucu report on the joint reso- 
lution extending the tribal government 
of the Indian tribes in Indian territory. 
As agreed upon the resolution reads: 


"That the tribal existence and present 


tribal government of the t'hbktaw, C'iiia- 
sha, Cherokee, Creek and Seminole tribes 
o 
nations 
of 
Indians 
in 
the 
In- 


dian territory are hereby continued in 
full force and eft'eut for all purposes un- 
der existing law until all property of 
such tribes or the proceeds thereof shall 
be distributed among tho individual 
members of said tribes unless hereafter 
otherwise provided by law." 


LA FOLLETTE SPEAKS. 


The bill for the settlement of the af- 


fairs of the- five civilized tribes of In- 
dians was then laid before the senate, 
Mr. La Follette's amendment prohibit- 
ing the sale of certain lands in. Indian 
territory to railroad companies . being 
the pending question. 
: 


Mr. La b'ollette continued his speech 


in support of tho proposition. He said 
senators lind said to him that his amend- 
ment went too far, but meeting that con- 
tention ,he said, that legislation to be 
effective must be positive; that to at- 
tempt to do less than is proposed by his 
amendment was to give husk.s instead of 
the kernel to the people who were cry- 
ing out for relief. 


WOULD BAR STOCKHOLDERS. 


He laid especial stress upon the neces- 


sity of prohibiting railroad stockholders 
from acquiring the lands, and in support 
of his contention referred to the- fact 
that that through their officers, the rail- 
roads ot' Pennsvlvaiiia own ninetv-ei^ht 
• 
r- 
. 
O 
per cent of the anthracite coal in that 
state, lie declared that they had driven 
the independent operators and independ- 
ent owners out of busino.-s. thus render- 
ing all the people who use anthracite dc 
pendent upon eight or nine corporation? 
for their fuel. 
He declared that the peo- 


ple must be able to assert their sover- 
eign authority for

lines and that they must bo so controll- 
ed as to protect the general public. 


THE PEOPLE SUPREME. 


It had been said that if tho railroad 


companies want the coal lands they will 
get them regardless of what congress 
may do. He could not agree to that 
doctrine. "I want," he said, "to.put on 
record 
the protest of one individual 


against the doctrine that the railroad 
companies can secure the htastery of any 
national product of the country, so .as to 
interfere with their being fair and even 
handed transporters of the products of 
the country. 
1 want il put on record 


that this government 
of 
the United 


Slates is stronger than any of its crea- 
tures, stronger than the railroads in the 
aggregate and all the centralized power 
of the corporations represented by un- 
lawful corporations and trusts. I would 
write it in the statutes that the railroad 
companies must be common carriers and 
nothing else and write it so as to make 
it effective." 


He presented a letter from T. P. Gore, 


of Lawton, I. T., complaining of railroad 
discriminations and suggesting the ap- 
pointment of a railroad commission for 
the territory. 


EXPLAINS HESITATION. 


Mr. Clapp said in reply to Mr. La Fol- 


lette that the Indian committee had hes- 
itated to accept tin* amendment because 
it dealt with the regulation of the rail- 
roads which is provided for in another 
bill before the senate. 


Mr. Stone announced' his concurrence 


in the views of Mr. Clapp, but expressed 
the opinion that there should' not only 
be no present sale of the coal hinds, but 
that farther leases also should be prohib- 
ited. 


Mr. Teller doubted the right of eon- 


greba to say that railroad stockholders 
shall not become the owners of coal 
lands. He 
believed in restricting 
the 


railroads, but would proceed in a legal 
way and not in a way. that would create 
greater evils than it would eliminate. 


NEWLAND'S CHARGE DENIED. 


Mr. Newlands charged that the great 


corporations practically control all the 
coal lands in Pennsylvania and West Vir- 
ginia and said they were rapidly extend- 
ing their operations in Colorado, Utah, 
New Mcxco and other states and terri- 
tories. 


Mr. Teller took exception to some, of 


hsi statements declaring that there was 
no monopoly of the coal lands in Colo- 
rado and he defended the rights 'Of the 
people of the west to control'their own 
resources. 
He criticised: the- too great 


extension of the forest reservation sys- 
tem and said it was done in pursuance 


of "the insane notion that the govern- 
ment must hold the lands for the un- 
born." 


FAVORABLE REPORT. 


The house committee on foreign affairs

SPOKE ON SAME BILL YESTERDAY. 


WASHINGTON, 
March 2.—Senator 


La Follette appeared in the senate yes- 
terday as a new power to be considered 
when questionable legislation is attempt- 
ed, and those senators who arc- opposed 
to curtailing the powers of the railroads 
beat a hasty retreat before his attacks. 
In an amendment to the. bill to provide 
for the final disposition of the affairs of 
the five civilized tribes in Indian Terri- 
tory he proposed to prohibit railroads 
and oHicers and stockholders of railroads 
from acquiring any right, title ov interest 
in the coal and asphale lands of the ter- 
ritory. In addition the amendment pro- 
vides tlint no person, firm or corpora- 
tion shall acquire more than 3,000 acres 
of these lands. 


By devious tricks of parliamentary 


practice the friend> of the railroa,ds in- 
terested, a* well as those of Pennsylvania 
and West Virginia, realizing that the am- 
endment would precipitate upon the sen- 
ate an issue which later will be raised 
when flip railroiid rate bill is under con- 
sideration ami Mr. Tillman 
offers 
his 


amendment to prohibit railroads from en- 
gaging in other business, sought to pre- 
vent a vote. 


Mr. La Follette showed that out of 113 


leases macto by the interior department' 
the railroad companies have 'seciirecl fif- 
ty-two, aggregating 40,460, acres of a to- 
tal of 4.37,734 acres. 
. 
. 


"I believe that the time .has come Jor 


this government to declare a policy with' 
respect to the ownership, of, coal lands 
by transportation companies," said . tjie 
senator. "No transportation company 
.should cuter into competition with the 
producers who must ship over its line." 


Mr. La Fnllette asked that the matter 


fro over until today. Senator Clark of 
Wyoming at once offered a resolution 
providing for nn investigation of affairs 
in Indian Territory by five senators. 


This resolution will come up in 
the 


morning nnd should it be adopted the op- 
ponents of the La Follette amendment 
will ask that it and the bill go over until 
next session. While this maneuver may 
postpone a vote on the issue. Mr. La Toi- 
lette expeoti to have an opportunity lat- 
er to force upon the senate -a bill to 
break up the monopoly now enjoyed by 
the railroads. 


RACINE MAN COMMENCE SUIT 


J. R. Jones Seeks $2,600 Reparation for 


false Imprisonment. 


John E. Jones of this city, has com- 


menced a damage suit against 
Sheriff 


W. J. Gary and Samuel Davidor of Mil- 
waukee, for .*2,BOO 
damages, 
on 
the 


charge of false imprisonment. The pa- 
pers were served by Coroner Henry J. 
Broegman of Milwaukee. The suit grows 
out of the recent complications of Mexi- 
can mining concerns, in which Mr. Jones 
and Mr. Davidor and others are interest- 
ed.. 


It will be remembered that in the first 


place Mr. Davidor, president, and large 
stockholder in the mining interests, w;as 
arrested at the instance of John Augus- 
tine, on charge of retaining moneys, be- 
longing to the company. . 
- : 


Davidor retaliated by commencing a 


suit .against Mr. Augustine, John K. 
Jones, Otto Ahrens, Mr. Fair and olh- 
crs, for $25,000 damages, charging con- 
spiracy t.o ruin him. At the same time 
Davidor got an order of arrest from the 
court of the parties named. 


One afternoon four Milwaukee deputy 


sheriffs came to Racine, hustled around 
and placed under arrest Messrs. Augus- 
tine, Jones and Fair. So anxious were 
the officers to take thei men back to 
Milwaukee that they could hardly wait 
to let them consult friends relative to 
bonds. They were taken to Milwaukee 
and were in custody several hours, but 
all secured bonds. Eventually it was 
found that the officers had no legal right 
to arrest these men from another county 
and the cases Svere dismissed. 


Mr. Jones maintains that Sheriff Gary 


had no authority to make an arrest out- 
side of Milwaukee county. The sheriff 
states that he made the arrest in com- 
pliance with the order of the court.

TO KUN INTEEURBAN 


CARS ON PARK AVENUE 


All Cars to Kim South on Park Avenue 


and North' on Wisconsin—Not 


to Double Track Wis- 


consin Street. 


Manager John I. Beggs of the Milwau- 


kee Electric Eailway & Light Co.; has 
written a letter to City Engineer Con- 
nolly, outlining what he would like to 
do in regard to changing the line of the 
local system in the southern section of 
the city. The engineer is understood to 
have first written a letter to Jlr. Beggs, 
asking what his company intended to do 
ahout the building of double tracks on 
Wisconsin street, for the reason that the 
people on that highway were ready to 
pave with asphalt .and the city \vould 
soon advertise for bids. Under the cir- 
cumstances, i£ the railway company de- 
sii'cd to double track the street, it was 
time they made ample provisions for the 
improvement. 


WHAT Mil. BEGGS WANTS. 


Mr. Beggs answered and fully outlined 


what the corporation wanted. He said 
that it was the desire :to run all Wiscon- 
sin street cars, local and 
. iutcrurban, 


south ou Park, nyenue, to Seventeenth 
street, thence \yest to Mead street and 
thence south to Lakeside and Kenosha. 
Coming back all interurban cars should 
come north on Mead; cns't) on Seven- 
teenth to Wisconsin and thence north 
on Wisconsin to the city; local cars also 
to run east on Seventeenth to Wiscon- 
iin. and north to the city. This would 
cut out two blocks on Wisconsin street 
and abolish the tracks and also all tracks 
on DeKoven avenue, so tliat all south 
bound cars would run on Park aveuue, 
Seventeenth and Mead and coming back 
on Mead, JScvenleenth and Wisconsin, no 
cars to run north on Park avenue at all. 
This would necessitate all residents on 
the south side taking Wisconsin street 
cars for the north and Park avenue cars 
for the south. Some local cars would 
cut ..off at Fourteenth and go west as 
now to the Junction. Coming back they 
would run east to Wisconsin and thence 
north, lines extending the Fourteenth 
street east two blocks. 


It will be seen that residents living in 


the section between Wisconsin and Park- 
avenue returning to their homes will 
have to take the l?iu-k avenue cars, while 
those who arc now living cm Park ave- 
nue will have to go over to Wisconsin or 
north to Fourteenth to go down town. 


DIRECT ROUTE PLANNED. 


Mr. Beggs claims that it would give 


a more direct route both ways, cutting 
out curves and doing away with switches 
and permit ears to make better time. 
He does not care to double track Wis- 
consin street. In consideration of the 
city granting him a franchise over the 
streets desired for this proposed change, 
he will guarantee to build his line from 
the termination of Northwestern avenue 
to the Rapids. The letter will be sub- 
mitted to the council at its session on 
Tuesday evening next. Whether the al- 
dermen will decide to grant such con- 
cessions remains to be seen. While it 
meets with the approval of many resi- 
dents ou the south side there are many 
who oppose it. It is pretty safe to say 
that the railway company will not build 
double tracks on Wisconsin street. The 
statement is made that the street is too 
narrow for such tracks.

LA FOLLETTE IS LOSER 


Amos P. Wilder Appointment 


Goes Despite His Strong 


Protest. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—Amos 
P. 


Wilder, .editor of the Wisconsin State 
Journal, published at Madison, was rec- 
ommended for confirmation as consul to 
Hongkong by the senate committee on 
commerce yesterday, against the earn- 
est protest of Senator La Follette. Mr. 
La Follette said Wilder was Ills bitter- 
est political enemy in Wisconsin and al- 
so questioned Wilder's capacity to fill 
the place. Senator Spoonev, who secur- 
ed Wilder's appointment, appeared in the 
committee room just .as La i'ollette left 
and urged favorable action. The demo- 
crats on the committee, regarding it as 
a family quarrel in which they had no 
part, held aloof, but the republicans vot- 
ed solidly in' favor of confirmation. In 
explanation of the failure to show Sen- 
ator La Kollette consideration it sxibse- 
quently was explained that Wilder's ap- 
pointment had been arranged for before 
the junior senator from Wisconsin took 
his seat in the senate. 


Senator Spooner was not present when 


Mr. La Follette spoke in opposition to 
a report on the Wilder nomination. He 
heard of the incident, however, before 
the committee adjourned, and? went to 
the room in which the hearing was be- 
ing held. He admitted that Editor Wild- 
er had criticised his colleague and that 
many of the editorials in the State Jour- 
nal had been distinctly hostile to his col- 
league. But he added that Dr. Wilder 
had probably written as many editorials 
in commendation of Mr. La Follette aa 
he had in derogation of him. Mr. La 
Toilette's opposition to Dr. Wilder was 
so palpably factional that it made little 
impression upon the senators comprising 
the committee. 


Whether Senator La Follette will fol- 


low the matter further is not known. He 
positively declined last night to discuss 
the subject or to make any reference 
whatever to the proceedings in the sen- 
ate. 
Senator Spooner also refused to 


say anything about the hearing. 
The 


hearing was in executive session of the 
committee and it is not even known that 
a formal report from the committee to 
the senate was made as ordered.

cember we estimated that G80.000 persons 
out of a population of 2,821,000 were on 
the verge of starvation. 


'Able-bodied men, ragged and hungry, 


are facing the snow and icy winds to 
bring wood .from the mountains in the 
hope of earning enough through its sale 
to keep their starving families. Women 
a.re covering their babies with their own 
clothing to keep them warm, and such 
conditions as these can mean only death 
in the end. Families once proud 
and 


comfortable nre now reduced, to want. 


The appeal tells of special instances of 


suffering and death, among them 
the 


finding of the body of a woman lying be- 
neath a shrine and of another who died 
becaxise slie was too weak to give birth 
to a child and was frozen to death.

I>et them discuss candidates and their 
issues, weigh and measure their history, 
their character, their fitness for the pub- 
lie service—engage in a sifting process 
that shall eliminate from consideration 
the weak and unworthy nnd recognize 
the strong, capable and meritorious."

What becomes 
of all the fine and glittering talk in- 
dulged .in during the protracted com-i 
paign bv the ardent exponents of this 
law? 
If politieal conventions are then 


to give force to tho partisanship features 
nnd decide: whom the candidates shall be, 
where in the world does the primary 
law come in. a law that this Milwaukee 
candidate so graphically declares wisely 
"grants ample time for investigation, re- 
flection and judgment"—-a law that is 
claimed gives to till citizens the fullest 
rights of self assertion at the polls as 
to whom he prefers as candidates to rep- 
resent hi? choice and let us freely admit 
his party?

AMENDING THK CONSTITUTION. 
The movement looking towards a con 


stitulional convention of the states ha 
attained sufficient substance as to wai 
rant the discussion of prospects of flna 
success nnd of the different points 
volved, if which there are several, con 
nected the constitutional machinery. 


There are two methods to this one 


The first is that of congress enacting a 
amendment which must consequently be 
ratified by three-fourths of the states to 
he legal, this being the ouc commonly un- 
derstood. 
The second is that three- 


fourths of the states shall originate the 
call for a national constitutional amend- 
ment, each state certifying their action 
to congress, and when the neccesa.ry 
number have voted affirmatively 
then 


congress shall ca.ll tho convention of 
states, which assembled, may proceed to 
amend, or make a new constitution if so 
minded. 


Some of the points arising is in con- 


nection with the right to revoke when 
assent is onee given. Tf congress once 
has voted affirmatively in favor of an 
amendment, can it revoke before the 
states have voted upon the proposition? 
Can the president veto an amendment 
duly passer!? 
On these same lines, a 


state onco having formally voted in the 
affirmative for some amendment, ean it 
revoke before the final result is an- 
nounced? 


It would seem the ordinary legislative 


proceedings would apply in all such in- 
stances. 
Congress having onee started 


the! amendment on its travels around the 
stales could hardly reconsider, provided, 
the amendment had survived the fatali- 
ties all legislation is subjected to before 
final enrollment. But the idea is, could 
congress, once 
formally 
enacting an 


amendment, afterwards enact 
another 


measure repealing that, or could a sub- 
sequent congress repeal? 
The. supposi- 


tion is. neither the nn.mc congress nor n 
subsequent one could repeal, once the 
amendment had been formally enrolled 
and even one state had voted affirmative- 
Iv or negatively.

It seems now that the Spooner plan

iromptly settled. This Philipp plan was 
irought up during the discussion in this I 
tale ovev the railroad bill, but not ofii- j 
ially recogni/.ed. It had been suggested | 
by some one other than attached to the 
'action which at that time were running 
Jiings. It was a good plan, but being 
le.retical, was snubbed. 


The great contest in the senate is over 


the question of whether the orders of 
the commission shall go into effect be- 
'ore having been reviewed by the courts, 
ir shall the courts first review the com- 
mission's order and determine if it shall 
)e enforced. The house bill provided for 
an interval of thirty days elapsing be- 
fore any commission order would ta.kc 
effect, and as condensed is us follows: 


'•The bill defines 'transportation' so 
rondly as to cover refrigeration 
and 


other services nnd make its provisions 
applicable to so-called private lines and. 
industrial railways. It .seeks to prevent 
evasion of the la\v by means of 'mid- 
night, rates,' ft provides that rates sb.nl! 
be, 'just and reasonable,' nnd empowers 
the commission—whose, membership it in- 
creases to seven, while giving the com- 
missioners seven-year terms and larger 
alnries—to prescribe a just and reason- 
able nvtc for future observance in any 
ca.se where an 
established rate com- 


plained of has, after investigation, been 
found excessive, discriminatory or other- 
wise unlawful. The commission's rate is 
to be the, maximum rate, the carrier be- 
ing entitled to go under it whore elastic- 
itv is deemed necessary."

"The. appeal sections of tho bill have

It-is not be- 
lieved, however, that the nomination will 
be long held up, or that a case of suffi- 
cient magnitude to defeat it will be made 
out.
